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Cost overrides and delays 
plague Phillips Hall work 


“There’s no. business like 
show business,’’ especially for 
the contractor involved in the 
construction of the Phillips Hall 
Theatre. 

They have now been awarded 
an additional $25,000 to 
complete the project. 

Phillips Hal! is fast becoming 
a piece of nostalgia for students 
at SAC. The doors were closed 
last spring to begin the interior 
improvements to allow more 
sophisticated productions and to 
enhance audience comfort. 

The Original proposal 
contracted by the administration 
slated a completion date of last 
September. But a _ sudden 
withdrawal of state funding and 
a series of long strikes by 
construction unions have 
prompted a_ revised final 
completion date of May 18, 
1975. 

According to Dr. Vernon 
Armstrong, dean of Planning and 
Development, the auditorium 
could possibly be open for 
classes by mid-February. 

Because of the many delays, 
the passage of time has driven 
the original cost of the work up 
due to the process of inflation. 

According to H. Robert 
Blaustone, chairman of Theatre 
Arts Department, ‘Many of the 
niceties originally planned had 
to be cancelled and the quality 
of many things, such as the wall 
paper, had to be reduced to keep 
the contract within its projected 
cost.” . 

The RSCCD- Board of 
Trustees last Monday approved 
the new cost increase which 
exceeded the originally budgeted 
contingency fund and will make 
it necessary to dip into the 
Construction Reserve Funds. 

The Original contract 
approved by the RSCCD Board 
of Trustees listed a total amount 
of $345,000 for the contractor, 
Fred A. Walsh, !nc. 

There have now been two 
additional ‘‘change orders’’ for 


monetary and time extensions 
approved by the Trustees. 

The financial increases 
amounted to $4,000 for Phase | 
and another $20,000 for Phase 
11, a total cost override. 

The revised contract price 
estimate dated Jan. 8, 1975 
totals $369,805. 

But approximately $16,000 
of the additional cost will be 
refunded to the district by the 
state. 

The two time extensions 
amount to 166 days, or 
approximately six months 
behind the original schedule. 


interior altered 


The revisions on the interior 
of the building entail new 
seating, a theater-in-the-round, a 
preparation annex for the 
storage of props, scenery and 
furniture, new make-up and 
dressing rooms and a costume 
lab room. 


Improvements aimed at 
handicapped theatre-goers 
include removeable seats for 


wheelchairs, ramps and handrails 
in the lobby and restrooms. 

Aesthetic and technical 
changes in the theatre include a 
modern orchestra pit that can 
ascend in front of the stage, and 
a new. audio-visual television 
circuit that can allow those 
back-stage to view the action. 

Another cost factor that 
affects this college is having to 
provide other facilities to 
present various SAC productions 
and scheduled events. 

Caught in the middle of ‘the 
show must go on” syndrome is 
the Theatre Arts Department 
and the Community Services 
Office. 

According to Stewart Case, 
director of community services, 
"We had to spend $4,000 
renting the Orange Playhouse for 
the presentation of The Night 
Thoreau Spent in Jail. Other 
funds had to be spent for renting 
lights, stage equipment and 


reprinting programs to list a new 
address for the play.”’ 

The Community 
Office has also been compelled 
to transfer or cancel projected 
speaking engagements and 
various programs of cultural and 
entertainment media. 

The Theatre Arts Department 
has already scheduled classes in 
Phillips Hall beginning February 


1. These will have to be changed . 


to alternate classrooms in 
Dunlap Hall and elsewhere. 

Another less tangible 
offshoot of the construction 
delay is the lack of involvement 
of SAC students going to the 
drama. productions of the past 
semester. Fewer people viewed 
the offerings at the Santa Ana 
City Hall Annex and the Orange 
Playhouse off campus. 


A big opening night 
celebration is planned by 
Blaustone whenever the 


renovations are completed. The 
ceremonies will be replete with 


searchlights and Hollywood stars .

“1 worked for months on this exhibit of live 
bees,’’ Ostrofsky says, pointing to a now empty 
cubicle. ‘‘! called all the newspapers around to try 
and generate some interest. The day | put the hive 
in here, | was the only one who showed up.” 

The bees died due to improper lighting. The 
SAC Museum seems to be dying also. For, as 
Ostrofsky pointed out, “If no one’s interested, 


when Chicano Art materialized 
in this area it became a minority 
group within a minority, group, 
and the establishment .reacted 
negatively. 

The specific instance relates 
to asituation in Fountain Valley 
where the artist Sergio O’Cadiz 
is currently being subjected to 
censure by the city police 
department concerning a 
Chicano Art mural depicting 
police brutality. 

O’Cadiz is the same artist who 
designed the mural currently in 
residence in the Nealley Library 
on campus. He painted that 
piece in conjunction with the 
MECHA Club and the SAC Art 
Department in May 1974. It was 
used in the celebration of the 


Cinco de Mayo Festival . 
After a summer-long 


controversy with the 
administration, it was finally 
decided to hang the mural 


permanently in the library. 
The current hassle 


confronting the artist is a 
content controversy. One panel 
of the 600-foot long mural 
located near Slater and Ward 
Streets, has a scene that shows 
police officers in gas masks and 


riot gear forcibly dragging a 
Chicano youth to the car. Two 
Fountain Valley  patrolmen 
complained to Marvin Forten, 
chief of police, about the 
portrayal, and the situation has 
erupted into a community 


“cause celebre’’. 

The original conception of 
this mural was done at the 
request of the citizens of the 
Colonia Juarez Community in 
the city. It was designed as a 
cover-up of offensive graffitti on 
a long wall located in the 
community. The’ city was 
originally going to paint the wall 


with a coat of flat white to 
obscure the graffitti. 

The Homeowners Association 
contacted O’Cadiz with a 
proposal to paint a mural that 
reflected the attitude of the 
people. The City Manager of 
Fountain Valley, James Neil, 
agreed with the idea and allotted 
$300 in city money to formalize 
the design, and $400 for the 
paint and supplies. 


Barrio scenario 


According to O’Cadiz, ‘The 
composition was derived from 
sketches submitted. by the 
community. The mural was 
designed to reflect the symbolic 
attitude of the Chicano in the 
barrio. The overall theme of the 
painting is the image of dignity 
for the people.”’ 

The community supported 
the project unanimously, and 
the sketches were all submitted 
to the City Managers office for 
approval, including the now 
controversial section. 


The city is now threatening 
to withdraw the funds for the 


project unless the particular 
scene is deleted or changed, 
because, according to’ Terry 


Tavenetti, representative of the 
Fountain Valley Police 
Association, ‘‘This mural does 
not show the proper image that 
the police department wishes to 
project.” 

O’Cadiz responds, ‘‘We are 
definitely not going to alter the 
content. of the painting. This 
scenario is a graphic portrayal of 
the truth, but the city refuses to 
recognise that truth. There have 
been many instances in the past 
in this city that resemble the 
scene. The police are engaging in 
a repression of artistic freedom ”

Phillips Hall: hard act to follow 


The Phillips Hall remodeling project, which 
started out as a welcomed improvement to the 
college, has seemingly ended up in a calamity of 
poor planning and execution. 


If the building is not finished by Feb. 1, the 
latest of three deadlines, students will be faced 
with the possibility of registering for classes 
which have no place to meet. 


Theater Arts students, no doubt already 
accustomed to the hassle, will have to find 
off-campus locations to present their works, a 
fact which has already taken its toll in the size 
of their audiences. 


The Office of Community Services has been 
equally troubled, as evidenced by the fact that 
director Stew Case was so busy trying to cancel 


contracts for events scheduled in Phillips Hall, 
that he scarcely had time to be interviewed. 


Again, new facilities will have to be found 
and attendance will suffer. /f contracts could 
not be broken, the college might be faced with 
the equally difficult possibility of paying for a 
show they could not see for lack of a building 
to see it in. 


Other monetary losses involved include 
rental of other facilities for performances 
($4,000 for the Orange Playhouse), the cost of 
renting stage equipment such as lights and 
props, not to mention the loss of revenue from 
poor ticket sales which result because people 
don’t want to drive out of their way to a 
strange place. 


el DON hopes that future attempts at 
improving the effectiveness with which the 
college serves both student and community will 
not result in such a disservice to both.

Tony Mazzone walked into the room looking like 
a Roman god. His neat blue suit was tailored to fit, 
not one hair on his head was out of place and his 
boots looked shiny enough to blind a person getting 
too near. 

SAC’s Chairman of Administration of Justice was 
smooth and seemed to radiate that aggressive 
ambience often associated with police officers. He'd 
obviously absorbed his share of confidence during his 
21 years with the Los Angeles Police Department. 

He talked of his early years on the force as a 
motorcycle. policeman. He said, ‘| was in love with 
the power of being able to stop big important people. 
In fact, | became addicted to it.” 

In regard to an officer’s ticket quota, he said that 
the initial euphoria a rookie experiences soon wears 
off. His urge to catch the erring driver soon turns into 
depression. ‘‘It’s not fun to always have to be the bad 
guy -- the constant watchdog.”’ 

Besides dealing with electronic devices, policemen 
must take the psychological beatings and drawbacks 
of the job. Mazzone said an officer is constantly 
bombarded with negativisms, especially from traffic 
offenders. 

People don’t react favorably to getting a ticket, so 
the policeman begins to feel guilty, deciding to issue 
as few citations as possible. Mazzone affirmed the

belief that traffic police do have a ticket quota -- one 
an hour. . 

The ex-officer said, ‘“A survey showed the best 
way to reduce traffic fatalities is to punish 
offenders,” hence the expectancy rate for citations 
was set up to force the men to give out tickets. 

The law enforcement educator spoke about some 
other highlights of his career besides his eight years 
on two wheels. He said, ‘One of the most enjoyable 
jobs was Press Relations Officer.” 

While at this assignment, Mazzone coordinated the 
show, Youth and the Police, produced by John 
Stearns on NBC. The P.R. Officer researched 
questions that would be asked on the show of former 
Police Chief Tom Reddin: 

Stearns wanted the program to be spontaneous. 
But Reddin didn’t want to be ‘‘put on the block’’ so 
Mazzone studied the questions to be asked then 
coached the police chief on those particular issues. 


After 21 years on the force, Mazzone became an 
educator at SAC. 


He said there is much interest in the police career, 


somewhat because of the proliferation of police 
shows on television. Mazzone termed them ‘‘grossly 
inaccurate’ saying that Police Story is the best 
portrayal, but it is still unrealistic. 

He did say that Joseph Wambaugh ‘’shows cops in 
truer light than Jack Webb,’’ but he cautioned, 
‘detective work is not glamorous.” ; 

The veteran policeman felt that many officers 
become disillusioned when the real world of police 
work doesn’t match the exciting, glittery image of the 
EVe-cop: 

Mazzone feels women have a place in law 
enforcement but hinted that they should be limited 
in the more physically strenuous areas. 

He did concede, however, that many = are 
apparently successfully working rough beats such as 
narcotics in Washington, D.C. and London, but 
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added, ‘There are more female officers because of 
quotas, not because of merit.” 

The officer speculated on the education of 
policemen. Despite ‘‘a lot of resistance from police 
chiefs,’” most police departments will require four 
years of college by 1980. 

“The average profile of a policeman today,” 
Mazzone stated, ‘is no college, 100 to 110 1.Q., rural 
oriented, military training and he thinks in black and 
white. They get out of high school or the service and 
they're badge happy.”’ 

Chairman Mazzone thinks, ‘There is a need for a 
higher standard of education for police officers. Some 
say good officers don’t need an education, but | 
disagree.” 

He believes more educated men would be able to 
look at a situation more objectively. Psychology and 
sociology classes will provide greater ‘insight and 
society will be much better served. 


With Orwell's 1984 horror in mind, Mazzone 
talked about the uses and abuses of police 
department helicopters as well as other law 
enforcement practices. 

Mazzone feels that the whirlybird watchdogs are 
here to stay. He explained, ‘Helicopters are used for 
surveillance to reduce crime by being a big brother.”’ 


The former officer said that citizen feedback 
indicates people are more concerned about the 
aircraft noise than an invasion of privacy, since they 
do like the protection of being watched over. 

In Mazzone’s opinion, however, the helicopters 
don’t do 97 per cent of the good they're supposed to, 
especially in downtown areas with high-rise buildings. 


Mazzone was optimistic about the future of law 
enforcement. There are currently about 1,000 
students studying to be policemen in the 
Administration of Justice Department, one of the 
largest on the SAC campus.

Santa Ana College can take 
pride in the fact that it leads 
Orange County in presenting a 
variety of education through 
Ethnic and Women’s Studies 
programs. 

Joanne McKim, instructor’ of 
Women’s History, feels this is 
due to instructors with insight. 
She presented her ideas on a 
course dealing with women in 
history to the Curriculum 
Committee in 1971. This paved 
the way for the other courses 
now available concerning women 
and the problems they face. It 
also led to SAC being the first 
Community College in California 
to offer an A.A. degree in 
Women’s Studies. 

“There were a few who 
opposed the class at first,’’ said 
McKim, “‘but Lee Layport, uea, 
of social sciences, supported it, 
so there was really no problem 
in setting up the initial course.” 

The objection has been raised 
that Women’s Studies only deal 


place in the Women’s Rights 
Movement for minorities. 

“It is true that women in 
minorities have problems that 
differ simply because of the 
different cultural background,”’ 
McKim stated. ‘Still there are 
basic similarities due to the fact 
that we are all women and 


Though McKim’s history class 
does deal with contributions of 
women from all races, the fact 
remains that her classes are 
predominantly white women. 


Gloria Bailey, English and 
Black Studies instructor, feels 
that this is because the Women’s 
Movement is led by the white 
middle-class. ‘“The Black women 
don’t feel comfortable in those 
classes,”’ said Bailey. ‘Possibly a 
course dealing with minority 
women might draw more ethnic 
groups.” 

The Ethnic Studies Program 
was initiated in the fall of 1970. 
According to chairperson Lee, 
counselor and Chairperson of 
the Black Studies Department, 
“The program has evolved over 
the past few years and its main 
thrust is in the social sciences 
and humanities.” 


Lee does not want ethnic 
studies confused with Women’s 
Studies “Women have their 
problems to contend with but 
they are not the same. Women’s 


While the administration has 
given the program fair support, 
and Lee feels Santa Ana has a 
very good program, he also feels 
it is really reaching the wrong 
people. 

“Everybody _ thinks that 
Ethnic Studies are for ethnic 
folks,’’ Lee said. ‘‘Actually, it’s

‘Dr. Richard Sneed, dean of 
Academic Affairs, sees the same 
problem and feels that revising 
current classes to include ethnic 
studies is in order. ‘‘We want to 
educate all Americans to the 
contributions of different 
cultures. The problem of the 
multi-cultural approach is 
providing the opportunities for 
the faculty to expand their class 
material.” 

John Velasquez, chairman of 
Studies 
Department, has called the 
Ethnic and Women’s Studies 
classes ‘‘the most refreshing and 
dynamic thing happening on 
campus today.”’ Still he thinks 
many of our courses could be 
revised so they include more 
cultural perspectives. “The 
problems of society are many,” 
said Velasquez. ‘‘By creating a 
better understanding of cultures 
it will bring about change.”’
